AT MUKDEN. 


Fapanese Keep Up Their Advance, but 
No Real Fighting as Yet. 


Hardly Damaged. 


Definite Information from Port Arthur Very Meager 
and Inconclusive, Though Minor Successes There Are 
Reported—Railway Between Dalny and Liao Yang 


SSOCIATED PRESS HEAD- 

QUARTERS (N. Y.) Sept. 23.— 

While the Japanese are reported 
to be slowly advancing upon Mukden, 
there has been no fighting worthy of 
note between the opposing armies un- 
der Gen. Kouropatkin and Marquis 
Oyama. The latter, according to mil- 
itary critics at St. Petersbrug, is like 
ly to pursue tactics quite different 
from those at Liao Yang, and it is ex- 
pected that the attack will come on 
the Russian front and flanks, rather 
than in the form of an enveloping 
movement. 

Definite information from Port Ar 
thur is very meager and inconclusive, 
and minor successes there are fre- 
ported. Russian spies allege that a 
considerable force has been detached 
from the Japanese force which cap- 
tured Liao Yang and sent to aid in 
the operations against Port Arthur. 

The formation of several Russian 
rifle Wrigades for service in the Far 
East has been ordered. 

QUIET AT MUKDEN. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

MUKDEN, Sept. 22.—The situation 
here continues quiet. Small parties 
of Japanese skirmishers are pushing 
northward on the road from Bentsia- 
putse to Fushan. 

The Russians have taken many 
Chunchus prisoners, among them be- 
ing found a number of Chinese regu- 
lar soldiers. 

The weather has tarned suddenly 
cold. The supply of uniforms is inad- 
equate and the soldiers are being sup- 
plied with Chinese, padded overcoats, 
which have been bought in large quan- 
tities. 

Many Chinese families are leaving 
Mukden. 


The Chinese are extensively coun: 


terfeiting Russian money. 

Chinese have brought into Mukden 
ten wounded soldiers who had been 
thought either killed or captured at 
Liao Yang. | 

They had been rescued and cared 
for by natives, who fed them and 
brought them into the Russian lines. 
The Chinese had refused payment 
from the men, but they were suitably 
rewarded by the officers of the regi- 
ment. 

The surgeon of one of the Siberian 
regiments, who was captured at Liao 
Yang, has arrived here. The Japanese 
found him tending the wounded. They 
treated him well, entertainen nim at a 
concert in the famous Liao Yang sum- 
mer garden and offered him a position 
as surgeon in the Japanese army. 
Finding that he preferred his own reg- 
iment, the Japanese good naturedly es- 
corted him to the lines and allowed him 
to return to Mukden. Capt. Shubert 
and four Buriat Cossacks have re- 
turned from a long scout sourh of the 
Japanese main army. The captain 
brings important information regard- 
ing the Japanese locations and 
movements and says extensive opera- 
tions in this vicinity probably will 
develop within a few days. Capt. 
Shubert experienced great kindness at 
the hands of the Chinese, who fed him 
and his men, and offered to disguise 
them in Chinese clothing. This, how- 
ever, was not necessary, as the party 
eluded the Japanese pickets, passing 
within a few yards of one and reach- 
ing t2e Russian lines in safety. 

UNCONFIRMED RUMORS.

Sept. 23.—Various uncon- 
firmed rumors have reached London 
that the Vladivostok cruisers have 
sailed out; that Lieut.-Gen. Stoessel 
has made a counter attack and recap- 
tured a fort from the Japanese; that 
Mme.

The War Office does not ex- 
pect a battle at Fushan until after a 
series of rear guard engagements. 

TOOK SOME PRISONERS.

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 22.—Dur- 
ing the repulse of the recent Japanese 
attack on Da_Pass, Gen. Peterhoff 
took several prisoners and captured a 
quantity of arms and ammunition. 
The Russian lost a captain and three 
men killed and had forty-five men 
wounded. 

A detachment under Gen. Rennen- 
kampff, while reconnoitering, lost two 
officers and nine men killed and had 
three officers and twenty-three men 
wounded. 

RAPIDLY DEVELOPING.

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 22, 6 p. 
m.—The Japanese operations at Muk- 
den are rapidly developing. Gen. 
Kouropatkin announces that the Japa- 
nese army at Bentsiaputze is beginning 
to advance northward. The ou ts 
yesterday tried to capture Kaoutou 
Pass, commanding the road to Fushan. 
The Russians are offering a stubborn 
resistance, which is likely to retard 
decisive operations. Kouropatkin has 
placed strong forces astride the Muk- 
den and Fushan roads to Bentsiaputze. 
The Russians are also holding all the 
passes of the Da range, eastward of 
nentsiaputze. 

A dispatch from Harbin announces 
that already a Japanese regiment is 
moving farther eastward, but it is 
regardéd as improbable that the Japa- 
nese will move in considerable force 
from Dziantchtan along the roads 
leading to Mukden, Fushan and-Sint- 
sintin. Severe fighting is probable 
before the Japanese succeed in regch- 
ing the Hun River. 

There is no further news from Port 
Arthur, but the anxiety as to the 
fate of its gallant defenders has been 
relieved by foreign telegrams received 
here announcing the Japanese have 
mot captured any important positions.

SURPRISED NEW YORK. 
COLDEST SEPTEMBER 22 KNOWN.

NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—The Demo- 
cratic campaign text book has been 
_completed, and is about to be issued. 
‘It makes a volume of 314 pages, dis- 
cusses the issues of the two parties end 


Teprints a number of speeches by lead- | 


ing Democrats. The following synop- 
sis of the book has been prepared by 


the Democratic Campaign Committee: 


“By the way of emphasizing the is- 
sue of ‘Constitution’ opposed to ‘im- 
perialism,’ the Democratic campaign 
book containg the-full text of the Con- 
stitution of the United States. The 
place of next importance is accorded 
the ‘tariff and trusts,’ sixty of the 314 
pages of the volume being devoted to 
this discussion. 

“Concerning the trusts, much space 
ie given to evidence.that the protected 
‘combinations, having a tariff monop- 
oly in ovr bome markets, are compell- 
ing Americans to pay mucn higher 
prices for manufactured goods than are 
paid by foreigners. The export and 
home prices of hundreas®ol arucies ate 
compared. Nearly all kinds of hard- 
‘ware, implements, machinery, tools, 
paints, oils, ammunition, watches, bak- 
ing powder, condensed milk, canned 
goods and every kind of steel products 


averaging about 25 per cent. more than 
those paid by foreigners for the same 
goods. Quoting President Schwab's 
statement to the industrial commission 
that goode were always sold cheaper 
for export, the evidence before the 
Chamberiain Tariff Commission in 
England and numerous’ statements 
from export journals, trade journals 
and commercial papers, the conclusion 
ie drawn that nearly all our exports of 
fron and steel goods,*samounting to 
$111,000,000 last year, are sold to for- 
eignere at an averagé of about four- 
fifths the price charged to Americans. 
Never before was so mnch specific and 
unequivocal evidence presented on this 
point. 

“Discussing prices and wages, the 
e@bsurd method of the Republicans in 
making ‘averages’ and juggling sta- 
tistics are exposed. Particularly is the 
Bureau of Labor scored for making sta- 
tistics to order for use of the Republi- 
can Campaign Committee—statistics 
that raise wages and reduce prices, on 
paper, and produce statistica! or arti- 
ficial prosperity. The figures of the 
bureau, which show an increase of 
only 15 per cent. in the cost of living 
since 1897, are contrasted with the fig- 
ures of R. G. Dun & Co., which show 
that the cost of living was 43 per 


cent. higher, last March fhan on July | 


1, 1897, just before the Dingley Bill be- 
came a law. 

“Based upon various figures and the 
fuli complete reports of railroads cov- 
ering over one million three hundred 
thousand workers, which embrace both 
union and non-union labor, and show 
that wages rose at most only 7 or 8 
per cent. from July, 1897, to July, 1903, 
when they were highest, a diagram is 
made which shows that the purchasing 
power of wages has declined rapidly; 
that wage earners in 1903 could pur- 
chase only 75 per cenf. as much as in 
1897. The conclusion is reached that if 
the dinner pail of today is to be full, 
it must be only three-fourths as large 
as before the ‘Dingley trusts 
their era of prosperity.’ 

“One of the most instructive and in- 
teresting chapters under tariffe and 
trusts is that showing that the average 
family pays a tribute of $94 a year to 
the protected trusts, taking in detail 
the important items of expenditure, the 
tariff? taxes on each item are carefully 
‘estimated. The total is $111, of which 
only $16.52 goes in taxes to the United 
States. The balance, $94 per family, or 
$1,600,000,000 for the 17,000,000 families 
in this country, goes to the protected 
trusts. 

“Under the heading ‘Business and In- 
dustrial Record of 1903-1904’ are given 
a list of 111 important wage reductions 
and 169 closed mills for the last half of 
1903 and the first balf of 1904. These 
280 items are contrasted with the list 
of 109 similar, though less specific 
items printed in the Republican cam- 
paign book, giving the industrial rec- 
ord for 1893 and 1894. It is thus de- 
clared that the business depression of 
this year is greater than was that of 
1893 and 1894—the most of which oc- 
curred under the McKinley bill. 

“The chapter on the postal fraud 
contains a complete history of the 
scandal from the beginning. Evidence 
is produced showing that the investiga- 
tion ot the department was suppressed, 
and that although the administration 
was officially informed of frauds as 
early as 1899, no investigation was 
ordered until 1903. The refusal of the 
Republicans to permit a Congressional 
investigation by a party vote of both 
houses is discussed, and the detailed 
vote of the House and Senate is given. 
The chapter devoted to civil service 
abuses makes a strong showing against 
the present administration of the law, 
in comparison with the strict compli- 
ance of the Democratic administration. 

“Official corruption in the Interior 
Department is described as widespread, 
and evidence is produced to show the 
extent of the land frauds and the se- 
crecy. that has been maintained as to 
the results of any investigations that 
may have been undertaken. 

“The other more important Issues 
treated somewhat fully are ‘the Philip- 
pines,’ ‘Republican extravagance,’ ‘Rec- 
iprocity’ and ‘The Panama affair.’ Ir-

Chief of Police Has Narrow Es- 
cape from Assassination. 
Assailant Caught.

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 22. 
—[By Atlantic Cable.) In 
Odessa this morning, while 
Chief of Police Neidgart, in 
company with Prince Obelinsky, 
his assistant, was inspecting 
some new government buildings 
in the Boulevard Nicholas, near 
the Pushky monument, a young 
man wearing a blue blouse fired 
from a distance of six paces at 
Neidgart. 

The bullet did not strike the 
Chief of Police and the woyld-be 
assassin was about to fire again 
when he was seized by Prince 
Obelinsky. The man’s weapon 
fell to the ground and in a des- 
perate struggle which ensued, 
in the course of which Neidgart 
was wounded in the hand with 
a dagger, the assailant was se- 
cured and placed in custody.

WORLD’S DEMAND TOO GREAT. 
DIRPCT WIRE TO THE TIMES.)

After uninterrupted experi- 
mehts covering twenty-eight months, 
the United States Naval Liquid Fuel 
Board gave out its final conclusions to- 
day.

It is advised, however, that fora time 
of] fuel should be used only for spe- 
cial purposes in particular localities, 
because the available supply of crudé 
petroleum that could be used as fuel 
would not meet more than 3 per cent.

It is believed that for coast 
defense on the Pacific, an oil installa- 
tion ought to be easy, and it is sug- 
fested that one coast-defense vessel be 
immediately fitted out for the exclusive 
use of oil as fuel. 


PHILIPPINE FINANCES. 
LOSS THROUGH MEXICAN COIN. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M} 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22—The Bu- 
reau of Insular Affairs of the War 
Department in its review~and final 
audit of the finances of the Philippine 
government, has definitely fixed the 
loss sustained by the Insular treasury 
- up to June 30, 1903, due to the fluctuat- 
ing value of silver curren¢y in general 
circulation in the islands until a fu- 
ture date, at $1,294,089. 

This loss th the insular government 
was brought’about largely by the fact 
that when silver was dear Mexican 
money was almost exclusively offered 
for payment of government dues, but 
when silver was cheap and Mexican 
money overvalued, comparatively lit- 
tle was offered in payment of dues, ant 
creditors of the government sought by 
every means possible, to obtain settle- 
ment by the government in Mexican 
money. In this way, silver money 
would be taken in at a high rate of 
exchange to gold and paid out at e 
much lower rate than received. 

Under the new coinage act, which Is 
new in successful operation, Mexican 
money is no longer receivable for pub- 
lic dues, and such loss will be impos- 
sible in the future,

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PERILS ON 
TILE DEER.

F perils on the deep who shall de- 
cide—even though he may have 
roamed the whole world—which 
of them is the worst that can be en- 
countered? For, in sober truth, all 
that comes under the generic name 
of shipwreck, namely, the power of 
wind and water to destroy the strong- 
est vessel ever put to sea, almost 
sinks into insignificance in com parl- 
son with other disasters that may be- 
set those who quit the land for the 
deep waters. Think of fire, of ice- 
bergs, of mutiny: of being cast away 
on some inhospitable and uninhabited 
shore; of, in the old days, pirates and 
buccaneers and thievish, murderous 
owners arranging to have their worth- 


less ships scuttled, so that the heavy 
sums for which they had previously 
been insured should be obtained. 
Think, in these modern days, of in- 
fernal machines stowed away in harm- 
less looking trunks, of explosions in 
engine rooms, of sunken mines no big- 
ger than—and very much resembling 
—your gas meter, that will blow a 
battleship out of the water; think of 
a well-directed or misdirected torpedo 
which will do the same. To all of 
which you may further add, treachery 
on the part of man to man. 

Let us begin with the subject of 
treachery. Here is a story of which, 
perhaps, you have never heard s0 
ghastly an equal. 

Two men, one the captain and part 
owner and,the other the first mate, 
of a brig, had agreed with. the other 
owners to scuttle the vessel. This 
was done by the ancient practice of 
boring holes in the ship's bottom 
when she was about a hundred miles 
out from a well-known West Indian 
island. Then, when all the sailors 
were bestowed in the boats and had 
put off from her, the captain descended 
into the last boat while stating to his 
men, who were perfectly innocent and 
ignorant of what had been done, that 
the mate had fallen down one of the 
ladders and broken his neck and was 
quite dead. After which he gave or- 
ders for the boat to push off from the 
vessel. His statement, however, was 
not the truth. The captain had re- 
solved that the only man din the ship 
who knew his secret should not sim- 
ply be left in the brig to sink with 
her, but that all should be made safe 
in other ways. Therefore, he had 
stunned the man ere he himself went 
up to the deck and down the side into 
the boat, while, to prevent any 
chance of the vessel being seen and 
the mate rescued before the former 
sank for ever beneath the waves, he 
had left a lighted candle burning in a 
suge barrel of gunpowder. If a spark 
from the candle should fall onto that 
powder, or when the candle should it- 
self have burnt down to the powder, 
there would be neither ship nor man 
left to testify to what had been done. 

Reflect on the mate's feelings when 
he came to an hour afierward—as he 
did. He was bound hand and foot, 
the candle was burning down toward 
the powder in which it was stuck; 
the air coming through the cabin door 
was causing it to gradually lean over 
and over at a deeper angle every mo- 
ment. Do you wonder that that man 
became then and there a gibbering 
idiot for life; do you wonder that, 
when the brig was boarded by fisher- 
men at the time the candle was but 
two inches off the powder, the brave 
men who, at the risk of their own 
lives, took the candle out of the pow- 


der barrel and threw it cut of the 
scuttle, fainted themselves? Yet 
they soon recovered: later on they 


‘told their tale, and justice was done 


oh the captain and other owners. The 
mate, himself a villain, had already 
received his punishment! 

TALES OF HEROISM. 

Leaving out disasters to the navies 
of the world—which have’ been and 
will always be duly chronicled—4 am 
disposed to place the loss of the Lon- 
don as the one which perhaps pro- 
vided more striking instances of hero- 
ism than almost any others recorded. 
She was called, from her ungainly 
shape, a “coffin” ship, and one she 
proved to be, since she sank beneath 
the waves owing to the water she 
shipped on board. Of heroes and 
heroines there were several who went 
down with her. A Wesleyan minister 
inspired resignation by informing the 
women that the captain stated that 
there was no hope, but that there was 
Hope—meaning a heavenly one—for 
all. His wife gave her rug to a sea- 
man who had got into an open boat, 
telling him with a wan smile that she 
would have no further need of it. Gus- 
tavus Vasa Brooke, a_ well-known 
actor, worked at the pumps (since the 
Datech members of the crew would not 
work at all, but went to their bunks 
and laid down to awajt death.) until 
he could work no longer, when he 
calmly regarded the sea engulfing the 
fated vessel. The captain’ could have 
escaped into a boat but he refused to 
leave the ship. 

From the London some extraordi- 
nary preservations took place. A 
lady could not be accommodated with 
a berth at the last moment; a passen- 
ger who did not like the appearance 
of the vessel resigned his passage 
sooner than travel in her: a youth 
who had quarréled with his father 
took passage in her, but was forced by 
some who sought him out to leave the 
ship at Plymouth. Some strange ex- 
hibitions of human nature were also 
exhibited during the wreck. When 
the London was sinking, a man would 
not leave the cabin until he had found 
a sovereign he had dropped on the 
floor; another would not leave the 
ship because he could not find his 
railway rug in which he had wrapped 
up a thousand pounds in gold. They 
were both: drowned. 

Yet a real coffin and not a “coffin 
ship” has saved a sailor's life before 
now—a strange reversal of what such 
things are usually intended for. Once 
in St. Helena, long before Napoleon 
ate his heart out there, and when the 
is!and was uninhabited, a sailor in a 
Dutch ship was marooned on it. With 
him was taken ashore the body of a 
dead officer in a coffin, for burial. This 
being done, the dead man and the liv- 
ing were left alone on the isiand. But 
the latter, being a man of resource, 
soon had the coffin out of the’ grave 
and threw the dead officer's body back 
into the latter, while, using the coffin 


lid as an oar, or paddie, he put to sea | 
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and was picked up by the departing 
ship. Out of death comes life! 

Have you ever seen an iceberg? It 
is one of the most beautiful things hu- 
man eyes have rested on, providing the 
sun is shining; it is the Jungfrau set 
in a brilliant blue sea, a gigantic dia- 
mond set in the middle of a great 
sapphire. But, also, its beauty, like 
of another kind, often hides hideous 
death beneath it. It is a floating 
mountain, an island on which there 
are no lights to warn an approach- 
ing ship that, In a few minutes, it 
will be crushed to fragments—as if 
you hurled an egg against a Wall! 
Next to fire at sea—perhaps, indeed, 
more so—it Is the most awful form of 
horror that can be encountered on the 
bosom of the deep. For if you should 
manage to escape from the débris of 
your unhappy vessel as it is shatvered 
to pieces against the cold, cruel walis 
of fhe ice monster on s4me dark night: 
if you should happen to gain_a foot- 
hold on that slippery, insecure mon- 
tagne de giace, what vestige of hope 
does even this afford? A night on it 
means death from cold and from be- 
ing frozen stiff; if even this is sur- 
mounted there is-.nothing but starva- 
tion to be looked forward to; and if 
that can in its turn be avoided, there 
is the rapid melting of the Iceberg to 
be apprehended, with, as climax, 
death by drowning. Also, animals 
take refuge on it; polar bears and oth- 
ers have been seen by human eyes— 
including those of the present writer 
—on the icebergs, and such creatures 
as these are generally in a starved con- 
dition, their normal ferocity is accen- 
tuated—and you can supply them with 
food! The sailor who, encountering 
one of these brates on an iceberg and 
recognizing that he must fight the 
creature with his knife, prayed heaven 
that if it did not help him it would at 
80 
blasphemous as the recital of the in- 
cident might make him appear to be. 
In truth, though sailors are not men 
who mince thelr words, or affect 
drawing-room manners, they are at 
least devout men, as it is only natura! 
ther should be. They are environed 
by death and disaster, or, at least, 
the risk of death and disaster; where- 
ever they are, even though it be in 
port—as witness the foundering of 
the Royal Georgo—-their thoughts and 
ideas muxt needs be solemn, ao mat- 
ter how great thelr outward levity 
may be. A sbip, as Dr. Johnson 
truthfully remarked, is a prison in 
which one has the extra possibility 
of being drowned, and when men pass 
thelr existence in such a way they 
must become thoughtful and reflective. 
How they testify their religious .emo- 
tion is undoubtedly strange, but the 
sailor who, with shipwreck staring 
him in the face, offered—when he was 
asked ff he could say a prayer—to 
take his hat round if that would do 
any good, probably thought that, by 
doing so, he would at least be per- 
forming some acceptable act of devo- 
tion in the hour of death. 

“FIRE! FIRE!” 

Fire at sea causes perhaps more ter- 
ror on board than any other peril of 
the deep, since the iceberg, when vis- 
ible, need not be encountered, and is 
only encountered when not visible. 
But when smoke and steam begin to 
ooze like a London fog from every 
seam in the ship, when the hateful 
smell of burning pervades the vessel 
from stem to stern, when the smoky 
fog gradually turns to the black, chok- 
ing fumes that the funnel of a steamer 
emits, and when through all this 
tongues of flame begin to dart forth. 
everyone knows that he or she is face 
to face with an appalling disaster. 


And there are the children 
and the women, young and 
old, and there is no refuge but a 


few boats and life-belts, and an open 
sea miles out of an ocean track, an.l 
it may be wet or blowing a hurricane! 
When the R. B. Fuller was consumed 
at sea the flames burnt the captain's 
feet through his boots, the planks 
were so hot that to touch them was 
like touching molten lead, the ropes 
could not be handied at all; while, 
when the side of the ship was felt be- 
low the water line, it was Iike putting 
the hand into a hot-water boiler. “The 
burning ship,” sald a survivor, “van- 
ished as the light of a candle vanishes 
when you blow it out.” Meditate on 
this, or anything resembling it, on a 
dark, tempestuous night at sea, and 
wonder if in the world there can be 
any greater horror. 

Yet Sir Stamford Raffles, who was 
on board the Fame when she was 
burnt off the Island of Sumatra, tells 
an anecdote that may aimost cap the 
most terrible of adventures In a burn- 
ing ship. A sailor who was sick in 
his berth was forgotten when the 
boats put off from the vessel and, in 
his wild fears at knowing that he was 
being left behind, suddenly appeared 
on the deck enveloped in fames. The 
captain went back for him and saved 
him, and Sir Stamford himself steered 
the boat to safety. 

Mutinies are not so frequent as once 
they were, yet they still exist and still 
we read in our papers ghastly ac.

a debt. 

Subscription papers were circulated,

This was the beginning of the dis- 
satisfaction which has resulted in ea 
first-class church row.

ON THE PARSON'S SIDF. 

“These fixe or six men who have at- 
tempted to drive out the pastor do not 
have over twenty-five members of the 
church with them,” declared a staunch 
supporter of Pastor Norton in his dimfi- 
culties. 

“There are at least 100 members of 
the church who sustain us In the stand 
we take against Mr. Norton,” says one 
of the leaders of the opposition, “and 
this snap-judgment game played in get- 
ting the church to decline to receive 
Norton's resignation will by no means 
heal over the troubles which have been 
brewing so long.” 

It is said that at a meeting of six of 
the deacons of the church and two of 
its trustees, held on Friday before the 
meeting of the congregation.

The Los Angeles Credit Men, after a 
jong summer vacation, got together for 
their first regular monthy dinner at 
Levy's last night, and forty, repre- 
sénting varied business interests here, 
acsembled around the table.

body to the Bolsa Chica Clubhouse and 
turned it over to J. H. Cole, the man- 
ager, who notified Coroner Smith of 
Orange county, at Santa Ana. The 
Coroner removed the remains to Santa 
Ana, where they were held for identi- 
fication. 

The body was clothed only in light- 
colored underwear, but in a boat 
washed up on the sands near by were 
a blue coat and pair of trousers, black 
slouch hat, hip rubber boots and 
gloves, evidently the property of the 
dead man. The craft was a small, flat- 
bottomed sailboat, thirteen feet long 
and four feet wide, painted white and 
reddish, containing three seats and a 
metal centerboard. Five fish lines and 
a small saw were also found in the 
boat. The mast and sail were gone, 
and the jib boom had apparently been 
hacked and sawed off. . 

On the middie seat, written in pen- 
cil. was the name “W. McGauhey.” 
This is sald to be the name of one of 
Fred McGauhey's brothers, who was 
- sailing with him in the boat Sun- 

y. 

The corpse given up by the sea was 
of a man 5 feet 11 inches tall, weigh- 
ing 165 pounds, with dark hair, smooth 
face, and about 30 years old, as cal- 
culated by those who discovered it. 
The drowned man had evidently been 
of refined habits, and from the state 
of preservation of the body it was evi- 
dent that the man had not been dead 
over three days, and that the corpse 
had been cast ashore only a short time 
previous to its discovery. 

Fred McGauhey set sail alone from 
San Pedro in a sailboat of the descrip- 
tion given above Monday about noon, 
and was expected to return to his 
home. No. 827 East Twenty-first street, 
this city, that night. He was 28 years 
of age, an employé of the Bartlett 
Music Company, and well and favor- 
ably known. His boat was a new one, 
which he and his brothers had- heen 


“trying out’ in San Pedro Harbor Sun- 


ay. 

When the young man did not return 
as expected Monday evening, his fam- 
ily became apprenhensive, and Tues- 
day a half-brother, Ben Forest. and 
others set out from San Pedro in the 
launches Eagle and Twinkle to search 
the coast for the missing man and boat. 
They proceeded down beyond the San 
Diego county line without success. 

Tuesday evening two boatmen re- 
turned to San Pedro reported that 
they had seen a small boat, appar- 
ently empty, drifting about ten miles 
off shore, but they had not investi- 
gated the apparent derelict. 

McGauhey's boat was one of his own 
making, and is said to have been a 
mere to be capsized any 
moment in t open sea | - 
enced hands. 

For a time yesterday it was thought 
at San Pedro that McGauhey’s sudden 
disappearance had been partially solved 
by the discovery of a small boat half 
filled with water and containing fisn- 
Ing tackle, that had been washed 
ashore about a quarter of a mile inside 
of the outer breakwater. The discovery 
of the body and boat later further 
down the coast showed that the San 
Pedro derelict was not McGauhev’'s 
boat, but a statement made during he 
day by William Rugg. night watch- 
man on the outer breakwater for the 
California Construction Company, 
throws some light, apparently, on the 
unfortunate young man’s sad end, 
which evidently was reached onlv after 
a prolonged and agonizing fight for 
life with the cold waves, in the un- 
friendly dark. 

Rugg stated that from 2? to 40’clock 
Tuesday morning he repeatediy heard 
a human volce out tn the night he- 
yond the extreme end of .the break- 
Water trestle. The faint cries seemed 
to come off of the ocean about a mile 
southeast of the end of the trestle he 
said, but he took the sounds to he 
fragments of the songs of Italian fish.

After 4 o'clock tn the morning these 
sounds suddenly ceased. 

Rugg sald: “In thinking about the 
cries, since I have heard of the disan- 
pearance of McGauhey, I am almost 
sure they were the cries of some ane 
In distress, for I remember that while 
they were faint, they were in the same 
tone, and would resemble a long dis- 
tance cry of ‘help.’ The cries came at 
intervals of about five minutes, and 
were continued for over two hours.”

SAN DIEGO, Sept. 22.—The town is 
looking ahead today for a _ greater 
water supply. A resolution has been 
introduced in the City Council looking 
to a complete new source of water 
supply. The proposition is to develop 
the water several miles up the San 
Diego River, beyond the Old Mission 
dam, bring it to the city by gravity, 
and store it in reservoirs for use as 


the city is taken from the river bot- 
tom, a few miles from the ocean. The 
argument is that water is much more 
abundant farther up the river, ana 
that the expense of installing a gravity 
plant would be much less than pump- 
ing. The Council also has plans pre- 
pared for sinking deep wells and pump- 
ing direct into the highest distributing 
reservoir.

Figures received at the office of the 
County Clerk indicate that the regis- 
tration of voters for the nationai, 
State, county and Congressional elec- 
tion will be the largest in the history 
of the county.

CHINA APOLOGIZES. 


Makes Abject Reparation for Attack 
of Her Soldiers Upon Captain of 
French Legation Guard. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 
PARIS, Sept. 22.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Foreign Office has received 
a report from the French Minister at 
Peking, saying that China has given 
the most complete apology and repa- 
ration for the attack of Chinese so)- 
diers at Peking upon Capt. Laribe of 
the French legation guard, Monday 
last. The captain was ineulted and 
struck with a stick, but he was not 
seriously hurt. The French Minister 
energetically protested to the general 
comimanding the Chinese, who wrote 
the Minister an abject apology, while 
the Chinese captain commanding the 
assaulting soidiers made a persona! 
apology to Capt. The Chinese 
general condemned the five ringleaders 
to punishments only one degree short 

of death. 

Owing to the action of the general, 
the officials here do not consider that 
this incident and .the assault on the 
Italian soldiers, September 15, indicate 
another general anti-foreign move- 
ment. Therefore, the reparations have 
— accepted and the incident is 
closed. 


PEACE CONGRESS. 


Many Men Prominent in Various Coun- 
tries in Movement Will be Present 
at Boston Gathering. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

BOSTON Sept. 22.—Additional ar- 
rangemerits made for the International 
Peace Congress which will be held in 
this city during the week of October 3, 
indicate the probability that many men 
prominent in various countries in the 
peace movement wii attend the con- 
vention.

IN CASES OF DROWNING. 

Now that the bathing season—for 
that large class of society which is 
always “in the swim,” but which bathes 
only turing “the season’’—is about 
over, and is running on half-time and 
no soap. it is time, after the usual cus- 
tom-of the American people, to prepare 
for the emergencies that have already 
emerged and retired. You have ob- 
served that the favorite head-line over 
the reporter's account of a seaside ac- 
cident is “Sad Case of Drowning,” ae 
though the ordinary case of death by 
drowning was a rather joyous affair. 
and great care must be taken to specify 
the “sad ones. Do not be misled. It 
is never a jolly thing to drown. But it 
is rather a foolish thing. In most in- 
stances—but for the gravity of the 
subject one might be tempted to say, 
in moist cases—there is no necessity for 
drowning. A little care, a little pres- 
ence of mind, and the doomed swimmer 
would be as safe from dangers of the 
watery element as a bartender. A 
swimmer is not often drowned. Not 
oftener than once. 

People are drowned when they are 
suddenly thrown into the water be- 
cause the shock disturbs their presence 
of mind and disarranges the life pre- 
server. To avoid drowning from this 
cause, therefore, never allow yourself 
to be thrown into the water unexpect- 
edly. If you are crossing the desert 
keep turning over in your mind what 
you would do if the distant ocean would 
suddenly break in upon you. 

If you could acquire the habit of 
breathing under water it would be great 
medicine for you when drowning. Some 
men can breathe a long, long time over 
beer; they are far more apt to founder 
than drown. Whereas, the same men 
would drown if they kept their noses 
under water for less than half the time. 

If, having never tried, you do not 
know whether you can swim or not. 
you had-better consult some good au-

If you should find a drowned person 
on the beach, and it should prove to be 
some one whom it is your interest to 
save, run him through a clothes wringer 
at once. It is essential to get: all the 
water out of his body without delay. 
Of. if no clothes wringer is handy, in- 
form the city of Los Angeles that it has 
an old Spanish claim on all the moisture 
in his system. He'll be kiln-dried in. 
two minutes. 

Do not, however, hang him up after 
either of these operations. You can't 
hang a man up for anything after 
you've squeezed him drier than the 
Prohibition ticket. 

Sit on the drowned man's chest and 
inflate his lungs with a hand bellows 
to induce respiration. Send for a can- 
didate to give him wind. Slap and rub 
him briskly to restore circulation; that 
is, “touch” him. If this doesn't work, 
send for the affidavit clerks of the local 
newspapers, who will give him a circu- | 
lation that would run a merry-go-round 
for ten years. 

Haul the patient back and forth 
across a barrel.

FAMOUS te SOLD.

VENTURA, Sept. 22.—Leopoldo Schi- 
appa-Piletra has purchased the irrigat- 
ing property known as the ‘Farmers’ 
Ditch,” from C. H. Ramsey, the 
consideration being $31,000. The irri- 
gating ditch and water right and prop- 
érty was also known as the Farmers’ 
Ditch and Irrigating Company, though 
Mrs. Ramsey was the chief owner. The 
property is considered one of the most 
valuable in this part of the country 
and covers the rich section around 
Santa Paula. Many fine farms owe 
their great richness to the water right 
from this ditch. 

The water comes from the Santa 
Clara River above Santa Pauia. The 
ditch is perhaps one of the oldest in 
the county outside the ditches of the 
early mission fathers. Up to ten years 
ago the farmers through whose land 
the aitch passes owned the property. 
Then, because of a succession of go- 1 
years the property fell into disuse. 
Then the property was picked up by 
Messrs. Lysie and She two Penn- 
sylvanians who saw the advantage the 
property could be made to enjoy. Fi- 
nally Mrs. Ramsey purchased all but 
five shares of the corporation for the 
small sum of $2500. She was the own- 
er of immense tracts of land under 
the ditch, her holdings including the 
largest walnut orchard in the wor:d 
and the famed Olivelands estate. The 
price paid then by Mrs. Ramsey for 
the property is less now than the pro- 
ceeds, net, from the property for a 
single season. In this sale Mrs. Ram- 
sey retains the use for her property 
of 200 inches of water and the right 
to sel so much of that allowance as 
she will not herself use. 

The ditch will be cemented its entire 
length by the new owner, as heretofore 
there has been considerable loss, though 
there is 1500 inches of water at the 
inlet. 


— 


The new owner is the owner of 
large bodies of land on the opposite 
side of the Santa Clara River. and has 
a ditch of his own, getting his water 
lower down the stream. There has 
been more or less controversy in the 
past between the two ditch owners over 
priority, but this will be ended with 
the acquiring of this additional prop- 
erty by Mr. Schiappa-Pietra. It is 
understood that the new owner will 
not carry the water from his latest 
purchased ditch across the river to the 
east side, but it wil, be improved and 
maintained for the farmers on the west 
side alone.

Specific Gravity- 

LOS ANGELES, Sept. :15.—{To the 
Editor of The Times:}]. Please give me 
some facts on specific gravity, espe- 
cially that on minerals and solutiona, 
and greatly oblige. J. T. C. 

ANSWER. Water the “standard 
substance.” By it we arrive at “the 
definition of a unit of heat. In the con- 
struction of thermometer scales it is 
employed in determining two fixed 
points. In the centigrade or Celsius 
scale one fixed point is called the zero 
point, and represents the temperature 
at which water freezes. Th ther 
fixed point is marked 100 deg., and rep- 
resents the boiling point of water at the 
normal pressure of the air at sea level. 
By definition a gram is taken as the 
weight of a cubic centimeter of pure 
water at a temperature of 4 deg. C., at 
the latitude of Paris. By specific grav- 
ity or specific weight we understand 
the ratio of the weight of a given vol- 
ume of substance to the weight of the 
same volume of pure water as the 
standard.

IMPORTANT COMMITTEE NAMED 
BY PARK BOARD. 


Pians Outlined for Beautifying the 
Streets of Los Angeles and Increas- 
ing the Number and Size of City 
Parks — Topographical Map of 
Griffith Park. 


If the plans for park and street im- 
provement, outlined at yesterday morn- 
ing’s session of the Park Commission, 
can be carried to a successful conclu- 
sion, the scope of the Park Commission 
will be considerably enlarged and the 
city beautiful will be the gainer thereby. 

_Acting on a report by Commissioner 
Rice, the board appointed a comumittee 
of three to confer with a similar com- 
mittee to be appointed by the Council, 
“to devise a plan for beautifying the 
city of Los Angeles.” 


The object of the new work is to con-— 


vert suburban drives into tree-lined 
boulevards, and gradually to increase 
the number and size of the city parks. 

Commissioner Rice's report was in 
part as follows: 

“Los Angeles city, of all places in 
this country, or for that matter in the 
world, should be the city beautiful. It 
should be the Mecca of the. tourist as 
wel] as'a “place of delight, pleasure, 
health and education to our citizens. 

“The semi-tropical climate, the soil 


and water combine to insure the high- 


est development of trees, shrubs, vines 
and roses and blooming plants of all 
kinds. The citizens of Los Angeles are 
the most progressive of any city—then 
why not make Los Angeles the City of 
Angels, also the city beautiful? We 
can do it. 

“The Park Commission should take 
the initiative and after many discus- 
sions on the subject in connection with 
the improvement of the parks under 
our care, a work that shows the great 

ibilities, we are ready to join the 
‘City Counci) and citizens in the under- 
taking of beautifying the city on a sys- 
tematic plan. To that end, I make the 
following motion: 

“Resolved, that the chairman appoint 
a committee of two members, with the 
superintendent of parks, to meet with 
the committee from the Council to de- 
vise a plan for the beatifying of the 
city of Los Angeles.” ' 

This motion was adopted unanimously 
and Chairman Lankershim named the 


Rice Jones and the Park Superin- 
tendent. 


There will be just one little cloud to 
the title of the joint Council and Park 
Board Committee. That is the ordi- 
mance creating a municipal art 
mission for work practically along the 
lines embodied in Commissioner Rice's 


report. 

Park Superintendent Legrande re- 
ported that Ela Park is uncared for, 
and that no appropriation had been 
made for it. The commissioners passed 
a resolution asking the Council to ap- 
propriate $500 for first aid to this little 
pleasure ground. 

Acting on a communication from the 
representatives of the National Bureau 
of Forestry, the Park Commission in- 
structed the clerk to ask the Council 
for an appropriation of at least $1800 to 
be used in the preparation of a topo- 
graphica] map of Griffith Park. 


PLACES VACANT. 
TO NAME COMMITTEEMEN. 

The forced retirement of J. P. Daven- 
port from the City Council has left va- 
cant the most important position, con- 
sidering the amount of work to be per- 
formed, on the Council committees. 

As chairman of the Supply Commit- 
tee Davenport established the prece- 
dent of being at his desk in the Council 
committee room every morning at 9 
o'clock for the purpose of signing al! 
requisitions for supplies. Todd has 
been filling the position temporarily, 
but he has announced that he cannot 
be present every morning to look after 
the work. 

President Bowen will name the new 
chairman of this committee, as well as 
the new member of the Board of Pub- 
lic Works. The position of chairman of 
the Supply Committee is one that 
should be filled by a practical business 
man, and one who has time to be in 
the Council committee room at least an 
hour each morning. Even the papers 
that have so fanatically sung the praise 
of Arthur Howton have not suggesied 
rn he succeed Davenport in this posi- 

on. 

Bowen, who is at his home sick, has 
given no intimation as to who shai!

WIFE SAYS, 


Briquette Fight Ended by Agree- 
ment of Disputants—Deputy Sher- 
iffe Catch Sporty Hide-and-Seek 
Carison in Happy Valley—Compton 
Man Wants Pecuniary Baim. 


Once again old Henry Elliott has 
emerged from his seclusion at the 
County Farm only to meet defeat in the 
courts. Yesterday Judge York gave 
judgment in favor of Mra. Elizabeth El- 
liott in her divorce application, and held 
that her littie store on Central avenue 
is her own separate property. 

As a saving clause the court inti- 
mated, without making any judicial de- 
cision upon the point, that the eighty 
acres hear Denver, Colo., that stand in 
the wife's naime, and aiso two iois here, 
are cOmmunily property, and this gives 
old man Eliioit one more fighting 
chance. 

Mr. and Mrs. Eljiott have led a varied 
career. Married at Birming- 
ham, Eng., they lived in several piaces 
in this country belore coming to Los 
Angeles. They made a proionged stand 
in Denver and accumulated some 
money there. When they arrived in 
this city a rooming-house was opened 
on North Main street, which they calied 
“The Denver’ in remembrance of their 
previous abiding piace. i 

Later a removal was made to East 
Second street, and, leaving his wife to 
make her way, Eliiotit took $1000 and 
went to New Zealand. Less than a 
year later he returned, and his wile put 
him on a financial footing, but there 
had been friction for years, and about 
that time they separated, 

Not long ago Eiiioitt brought suit 
against his wife to compel her to main- 
tain him. He pitifully claimed that he 
was an inmate of the County Farm 
while his wife heid in her own name 
property made and paid for by him, 
and also Was prosperous in 4 littie store 
that she kept on Central avenue. That 
suit was thrown out of court, Judge 
Allen remarking incidentally that he 
didn’t blame Mrs. Elliott for leaving 
her husband, 

Yesterday Mrs. Elliott had her turn. 
She had brought suit for divorce to 
prevent complications in the future, for, 
although not as old as her husband, she 
is advanced in years, and says she 
Watits to feel secure in what littie prop- 
erty she has. He 

in telling the story of the life of her- 
self and her husband in lis Angeles 
she represented him as a very gay old 
man, and gave “chapter and verse’ for 
her statements. She said tiiat he was 
out every night, and had a bevy of 
women among his friends that kept 
him busy in escorting then to the the- 
aters and the seashove. 

“Why,’ ‘exciaimed Mrs. Elliott, “there 
were some of the women who used to 
come along at 1 o’ciock in the morning 
and get my husband to get up and 
take them along to have a drink. Ive 
seen him many a time out buggy rid- 
ing with these women, and at the 
beaches with them.” 

Mr. Elliott is now 73. His wife said 
the sportiveness complained of was dis- 
played within recent years. He is now 
suffering from a kind of paralysis in- 
duced by inflammatory rheumatism, 
but he stated yesterday that it was to 
cure his rheumatism that he went to 
New Zealand. 

“He told me often,” said his wife, 
“that he really had never been married 
to me, and that he intended to marry 
Mrs. Watson. As he was always around 
with ter I thought that he probably 
did intend to marry her. 1 remon- 
strated with him till I was tired, about 
him being out every night, but it was 
no use.” 

When the husband took his turn upon 
the witness stand he had a great deal 
to say about his wife's lack of wifely 
devotion. He said she threw the cups 
and saucers 4t him within a week of 
their marriage, and she had kept up 
throwing things at him ever since, if it 
was only strong language. But, al-

BRIQUETTE FIGHT ENDS. 
DISPUTANTS IN AGREEMENT. 

The “briquetting”’ fight appears to be 
at an end, or nearly so. Howard Marsh, 
inventor of the machine, of which much 
has been heard in the courts lately, has 
withdrawn his suit against the Pacific 
Fuel Briquette Company, and there 
seems to have been a general adjust- 
ment of disputed issues. 

The trouble began when Frederick 
Parker and Howard Marsh were ar- 
rested at the instance of W. A. Sim- 
mons, Manager of the National Fuel 
Company of New York, for having 
used the plans for a briquetting ma- 
chine in building one here at the order 
of several local business men. The 
criminal charge fell, and a few days 
ago Parker began suit for damages for 
malicious prosecution. A day or two 
later Marsh began suit against the Pa- 
cific Fuel Briquette Company. It had 
been formed for the exploitation of his 
invention which he undertook to turn 
over to the company in consideration of 
a certain amount of stock being con- 
veyed to him. He alleged that the com- 
pany refused to turn over the stock, 
and consequentiv he wanted to have his 
transfer of his invention called off. 

Since then the parties have come to- 
gether and have adjusted their differ- 
ences. Yesterday Marsh withdrew his 
suit against the Pacific Fuel Briquette 
Company. An amicable settlement of 
all disputed matters was made with the 
National Fuel Company of New York, 
and the Pacific company acquires ex- 
clusive right and control of the patent 
rights for the manufacture of briquet- 
ting machines and processes in all the 
States and Territories west of the Mis- 
sissippi River and in Western Canada. 

Howard Marsh hopes to be able to 
complete the demonstration plant for 
the Pacific company within fifteen days. 
W. A. Simmons, president of the New 
York company; G. W. Walker, vice- 
president of the Pacific company, and 
J. W. A. Off, G. W. Walker, EB. Neisser, 
F. M. Vale, W. P. Wagy, T. Davis and 
Howard Marsh himself were all parties 
to the contract made yesterday. 

The briquette which the Pacific com- 
pany has been organized to manufac- 
ture is a compact form of fuel made 
of coal dust or waste mingied with 
crude oll, and so far as the local prod- 
uct is concerned, manufactured under 
a patented process, and with the spe- 
cial machine about which all the fuss 
has been made. 


GAY CARLSON CAPTURED. 
HIDES IN HAPPY VALLEY. 
Otto Carlson, the sailor who was ar- 
rested several months ago on the 
charge of adultery, was captured in his 
old jaunt on Tuesday night by Dep-

Methodism has never held a more 
interesting conference in Southern Cal- 
ifornia than the one now in session at 
Pasadena. The business does not ap- 
pear to be reeling off with the usual 
celerity, but that does not detract feom 
interest; it will, however, throw ad- 
journment late unless it should hap- 
pen that there are fewer questions to 
elicit lengthy debate than usual. That 
really appears to be the fact, and the 
bishop will possibly have no great 
Problem to wrestle with aside from 
the appointments. 

Great prosperity throughout the en- 
tire conference was made more appar- 
ent by the reports of the presiding el- 
ders yesterday. Not one of them but 
told of financial wonders accom- 
plished in his bailiwick during the past 
year, and of great ingatherings of peo- 
ple to the standard of the church. None 
of these were idle boastings, but are 
backed up by facts and figures that 
speak lorder than pulpit eloquence. 

ANGEL CITY PROSPERITY. 

“This has been @ remarkable year 
of church building in the city of Los 
Angeles,” said Presiding Elder Ad- 
kinson. “Nine churches have been built 
cr rebuilt during the year, and ten 
bave been dedicated, representing an 
vutlay of over $80,000. 

“The year at the First Church has 
been one of marvelous prosperity for

James Douglass Alias Dunham Held 
in Jail at Naco, Awaiting Identi- 
fication—Former Los Angeles Man 
Wanted in Other Cities Sentenced 
to Penitentiary for Forgery. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Sept. 22.— 
James Dougiass, the Arizona criminal 
who was recently wounded by Lieut. 
Brooks of the Territorial Rangers 
while resisting arrest as a suspect and 
later made a sensational confession, ai- 
leging that. he was Dunham the mur- 
derer of the McGlynchey family near 
San José, has been identified by his 
photograph as James Douglass, want- 
ed bere for the killing of William Neal, 
a prominent rancher of Hesperia, ten 
years ago. Sheriff Ralphs has been 
quietly working on the case ever since

Douglass and Welch 
then drove three miles to the latter's 
home, where Douglass took su r, and 
was given provisions to aid him in 
getting away, and not until next day 
Gid Welch drive to Hesperia and no- 
tify the officers.
